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GENERAL  REPORT 


-POPULATION- 

The  average  daily  population  for  the  year  1S46-47  -vjas  seventy-five  ivith 
forty-seven  ne\!   boys  received  during  the  year  and  seventeen  paroled. 
Eleven  boys  entered  the  armed  services,  four  sent  out  to  ijork,  four  allovjed 
to  go  home  on  vacations  and  two  returned  to  the  corimitting  court. 

For  the  year  1947-48  the  average  daily  population  v.'as  seventy-ei^ht  vith 
thirty-six  nev)  boys  received  during  the  year  and  twenty-trjo  paroled.  Ten 
boys  -were  released  to  the  armed  forces,  eight  placed  out  to  uork  and  four 
allowed  to  go  home  on  vacations. 


-EDUCATION- 

One  of  the  most  important  phases  of  our  i/vork  at  the  Industrial  School  is 
our  educational  program.   It  is  our  belief  that  a  good  educational  program 
is  very  important  in  the  rehabilitation  of  our  boys. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  we  have  been  accredited  as  a  four  year  high 
school  and  also  for  the  third  year  vje  have  had  a  graduating  class  from  our 
high  school.  This  year  five  boys  received  diplomas  as  compared  to  four 
last  year  and  three  the  preceding  year.  We  viill  have  between  seven  and  ten 
graduating  from  high  school  next  Spring.  Tvo  of  this  year's  graduates 
are  attending  college,  one  at  Montana  State  College  and  the  other  at  East- 
ern Montana  Normal. 

'».e  ended  the  1948-47  school  year  with  forty-six  elementary  students, 
fourteen  of  tliese  boys  received  eighth  grade  diplomas  and  all  others  were 
promoted.  In  our  High  School  we  had  a  final  enrollment  of  tr.'enty-eight 
with  four  receiving  their  diplomas  and  all  others  cojapleting  their  regular 
work. 

Of  the  forty-five  elementary  school  students  in  attendence  at  the  end  of 
the  1947-48  school  term  eighteen  graduated  froj::  the  eighth  grade  and  only 
one  of  the  others  was  retained  in  his  grade.  Of  our  thirty-one  high  school 
students  five  graduated  and  all  others  v.^ere  promoted. 

The  expense  of  our  educational  department  has  greatly  increased  during 
the  last  two  years  vith  the  change  from  a  three  year  high  school  to  a  four 
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year  high  school  i;hich  required  nore  teachers.  Our  teachers  salaries  have 
also  been  increased  according  to  the  ...E.h.    schedule  as  adopted  by  the 
public  schools  of  our  area. 


-iiUGIC  DEFARTi;iENT- 

Our  music  department  xjhich  was  started  in  1943-44  has  continued  to  occupy 
a  very  important  place  in  our  school.  During  the  school  year  1946-47  v.'e 
had  eighty-tv.'o  boys  enrolled  in  this  department  r  ith  forty-t^o  taking  pri- 
vate instrumental  i-ork.  In  1947-48  a  total  of  eighty-seven  boys  vera  en- 
rolled in  chorus  and  band. 

The  music  department  plays  an  important  part  in  all  school  programs  and 
many  times  during  the  year  outside  organizations  call  on  our  school  and 
music  department  for  entertainr.ent.  This  past  year,  in  addition  to  the 
local  programs  given  in  i,iiles  City,  prograjas  r-ere  given  in  Sidney,  Glendive 
and  at  the  Orphans  Home  at  IVdn  Bridges. 


-HEaLTH- 

A   practical  nurse  is  in  charge  of  our  school  infirmary  and  all  ninor  cases 
such  as  small  cuts,  sprains,  colds,  sore  throats  and  infections  are  cared 
for  at  the  school.  The  more  serious  cases  are  taken  to  the  Garberson  Clinic 
or  the  Holy  xiosary  Hospital.  Every  boy  is  exa:;aned  by  a  local  dentist  at 
least  once  each  year  and  all  necessr.ry  dental  loork  is' done  as  soon  as 
appoint;;ients  can  be  made. 

For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1947  the  Garberson  Clinic  report  is  as  follov.'s: 

xill  of  the  nei'  boys  adraitted  to  the  school  during  this  period  have  had 
physical  examinations,  \/assermann  tests,  and  have  been  vaccinated  for  s.iall 
pox  and  diptheria.  On  examination  one  boy  viho  v.'as  presented  for  adjnission 
to  the  school  vjas  found  to  have  chronic  trachoma  and  the  recommendation 
vvas  therefore  made  that  he  not  be  admitted.  Follo\;ing  the  usual  procedure 
the  boys  have  all  received  tick  vaccine. 

■  During  the  year  it  vjas  found  necessary  to  hospitalize  fifty-one  cases, 
thirty-four  of  lihich  vere  treated  surgically,  and  seventeen  receiving  med- 
ical attention  at  the  Holy  liosary  Hospital.   Surgical  cases  were  three 
appendectomies,  trjenty  tonsillectomies,  one  hydrocele,  seven  lacerations, 
two  fractures  and  one  foreign  body  removed.  T^jo  cases  of  Otitis,  one 
lymphangitis,  one  enterities,  three  appendicitis,  Iyio   tonsillitis,  three 
gastroenteritis,  one  exzena,  one  anemia,  one  influenza,  one  bronchopneu- 
monia, and  one  infection  i.ere  treated  m.edically  at  the  hospital. 

Whenever  possible  the  boys  have  been  brought  to  tlie  clinic  for  treatment 
vhere  a  lar.^e  nuraber  of  minor  ailments  and  injuries  have  been  cared  for, 
iieiractions  v:ere  done  and  glasses  fitted  for  five  boys  during  the  year. 
^  ith  the  exception  of  a  few  cases  of  muraps  there  have  been  no  contagious 
disease  at  the  school  during  this  period. 
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In  -eneral  the  health  ox  the  boys  has  been  good,  and  sanitary  conditions 
have  been  naintained  throughout  the  school. 

For  the  vsar  ending  June  30,  1948  the  follov.iiT-:  report  is  submitted  by  the 
Uaroerson  Clinic: 

Durin,-;  the  year  just  ended  it  v.-as  necessary  to  hospitalize  thirtv-ei-ht  cases 
01  these,  t'.'elve  vere  treated  sur-ically  and  ti  entv-six  received" nedical 
treatnent  at  the  hospital.  Sur-ical  procedures  vere   three  appendectomies, 
three  tonsillectomies,  one  in-rov.n  toenail,  one  ear  oaracentesis,  one  frac- 
tured snoulder,  one  fractured  nose,  and  several  sraall  lacerations.   Two 
cases  of  cellulitis,  tv.o  pharyn-itis,  one  hydronephrosis,  one  sprained  ^Tist, 
one  furuncle,  and  a  niamber  of  injuries  r.^ere  treated  :ieHically  at  the  hos- 
pital. One  01  the  boys  vas   hospitalized  for  irozen  feet. 

^ach  nev,  boy  has  been  ejtir.iined  on  being  admitted  to  the  school,  Iven  a 
v-assermann  test,  and  .een  vaccinated  for  sriallpox  and  diptheria.'  «11  the 
boys  are  -iven  tick  ser-om  each  su..imer.  Durin  •;  the  year  a  large  nunber  of 
boys  have  been  orou£;ht  to  the  clinic  vheve   they  have  oeen  treated  for  iiinor 
aili.ients  and  injuries.  Ten  have  been  refracted  and  had  glasses  fitted  dur- 
in, this  period,  h  £evi   cases  of  ueasles  have  been  cared  for  at  the  school, 
ana  no  other  contagious  diseases  have  been  observed. 

Inspections  of  the  school  premises  have  indicated  that  sanitarv  conditions 
are  niaintained,  and  the  health  of  the  boys  in  general  has  been^good. 

-VOCrtTIOi'JAL  TiiAINIIJG- 

Our  shop  and  vocational  training  pro!rra.ms  are  very  important  to  our  in- 
stitution. Some  of  this  Tiork  such  as  carpenter  shop,  mechanical  drar.dng, 
Auto  shop,  ^;eldin5  and  farm  shop  is  included  in  our  Hi-h  Jchool  pro-ram.  and 
the  Doys  receive  credit  tovards  their  High  School  diploma. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  shops  r,e  offer  vocational  training  in 
the  following:   dairying,  poultry  raising,  butchering,  farming,  gardening, 
laundry,  plunbing,  cooking,  baking,  canning,  barbering  anrl  housekeeping.^ 

-FARivi  AND  GARDEN- 

^11  of  our  meat  and  most  of  our  vegetables  are  raised  on  our  school  farm 
and  in  our  garden.   In  adiition  to  tlieir  economic  value  they  also  furnish 
important  fields  for  vocational  training.  Each  year  many  of  our  boys, 
trained  on  our  school  farm,  are  placed  on  farms  and  ranches  ivhere  they 
continue  v.ith  their  training  and  at  the  same  tijae  i,iake  good  T;ages. 

The  boys  assigned  to  the  farm  department  are  taught  to  do  every  kind  of 
farm  viork.  They  are  taught  the  proper  care  and  handlinr;  of  horses  and 
horse-dravn  i.iachinery.  They  are  taught  to  operate  and  service  tractors 
and  tractor  machinery.  The  boys  learn  the  need  and  importance  of  all 
field  operations  and  as  a  rule  shox-i   a  deal  of  interest  in  most  of  the  farm 
activities. 


-DAIRYING  Airo  POULTRY  RAISING- 

Our  dairy  herd  of  registered  Holstein  cows  provides  excellent  trainin-  in 
all  phases  of  dairyin  >  An  average  of  thirty-five  covjs  are  milked  by 'the 
boys  of  this  detail  and  these  coxvs  furnish  the  institution  with  rilk,  cream, 
butter  and  Ice  Crean. 

The  dairy  boys  learn  how  to  care  for  and  feed  hogs.  We  raise  about  125 
pigs  each  year  and  they  furnish  us  r;ith  pork,  lard,  hams  and  bacon.  All 
slaughtering  of  both  beef  and  oork  is  done  by  the  boys  of  this  group. 

Each  year  about  1000  chickens  are  raised.  The  roosters  are  killed  for 
meat  and  the  pullets  are  kept  for  laying  purposes.  The  boys  in  this  detail 
learn  how  to  care  for  the  chickens  from  the  time  they  are  hatched  until 
they  are  served  on  the  table.  Individual  skills  such  as  blood  testing, 
culling  and  caponizing  are  also  taught  each  year. 

-PAROLE- 

During  the ^ year  1943-1947  forty  boys  i.ere  released  from  the  school  under 
the  followin;];  conditions:   seventeen  were  paroled,  five  out  to  work,  four 
on  vacations,  and  fourteen  for  army  enlistments.  On  June  30,  1947  one 
hundred  tvielve  boys  were  on  parole  with  sixty-two  living  in  ..ontana  and 
fifty  residing  out  of  the  state.  Sixty-four  parolees  attained  the  age  of 
tv»enty-one  years  and  were  given  a  final  discharge. 

Forty-four  boys  \iere   released  from  t!ie  school  during  1947-1948  in  the 
following  ways:  ti^enty-two  boys  were  paroled,  eight  released  to  go  out 
to  work,  four  r^jent  home  on  vacations  and  ten  entered  ohe  Array  or  iJavy. 
Only  one  ;arole  violator  was  returned  during  this  year.  On  June  30,  1948 
ninety-five  boys  were  on  parole  with  fifty-six  residents  of  Montana  and 
thirty-nine  living  outside  the  state.  Fifty-one  parolees  reached  the 
age  of  tv/enty-one  and  were  discharged  from  our  jurisdiction. 

-RECREATIO'.J  AilD  ATHLLTICS- 

i-e  require  all  boys  to  take  part  in  some  phase  of  our  athletic  program 
which  is  for  the  primary  purpose  of  body  development.  The  various'^sports 
included  in  this  pro jram  are  swimming,  volley  ball,  baseball,  softbail, 
basketball,  and  football.  In  all  of  these  games  a  lot  of  stress  is  placed 
upon  the  value  of  good  sportsmanship  and  fair  play.  Our  High  School  is 
a  member  of  the  Llontana  High  School  Association  and  our  football  and  basket- 
ball teams  compete  with  other  high  school  tear.is  in  our  district. 

Other  forms  of  recreation  of  less  active  nature  are:   taole  tennis,  horse- 
shoes, various  table  games,  picture  shows  and  reading.  Many  of  the  boys 
have  hobbies  from  which  they  derive  /auch  enjoyient  and  also  brings  in  some 
money  to  the  boys.  At  the  present  time  wool  i,ieaving  and  leather  v.iork  are 
the  tvio  most  popular  hobbies. 

Our  Boy  Scout  Troup  is  starting  its  sixth  year  and  has  been  a  very  worth 
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vjhile  project,  ht   the  present  time  ue   have  tijenty-tuo  boy  scouts  and  tvio 
cub  scouts. 


-RECOii/JMEiTOATIOlJ- 

\le  reconmend  that  the  unused  portion  ol'  the  special  appropriations  made  by 
thirtieth  legislative  assembly  for  repairs,  improvements  and  new  buildings 
be  reappropriated  so  that  the  \iork   novj  in  progress  can  be  completed.
